lack of an adequate program for the production of basic intelli 

gence on international communism and ^“^^^^LrsSter^” 
of the total collection and production effort of United States 

intelligence agencies in this field. An example of such e- 
ficiency and a discussion of two measures necessary to the 
improvement of the handling of intelligence on international 
communism are attached as Inclosure 1.

That document (page j) states 
lhat "the question of the location of responsibility for ex- 
panded production on international communism is currently under 
discussion between CIA and the Department of State." 


3. In view of the above, the Department of the Army recommends 
that 

a. the IAC request that the conclusions and recommends- 
tions resulting from the discussion between CIA and the Department 
of State be reported at an early date; 


b. the IAC review the overall program for the collection 
and production of intelligence on international communism in 
order to strengthen the total effort in this fieldj and 
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c. in the course of the recommended review the IAC 
consider 


(1) the assignment of a single agency of resjo i« 
sibility for maintaining and collating for the entire intelli- 
gence community the basic data in the field of internal!, r al 
communism. 


(2) the activation of an IAC sub-committee tu 
help coordinate the effort of the agencies in collecting aid 
producing intelligence on international communism.
